A new way to 
elect Officials 


The law provided that in the event a person has to be 
elected to a committee which has a vacancy, and in 
which members are elected, that the committee shall 
meet with the Selectmen (in towns) and the combined 
committees may then elect anyone they choose to fill 
the vacancy, 

Generally, but not always, this means filling the posi- 
tion by naming someone else who has been a candidate 
for the post. Sometimes, in Wilmington, there have 
been people named to boards who had not been can- 
didates, 

Monday night the School Committee and Selectmen, 
by a split vote, decided to advertise for a new member 
for the School Committee, to replace Walter 
McNamara. Mr. McNamara has resigned and moved 
to Andover. 

The proposal was by Barbara Hooper, chairman of 
the School Committee. Mrs. Hooper said that the 
Town of Acton has so done. 

The proposal was opposed by Jim Demos of the 
School Committee, who pointed out that a candidate 
last spring (not elected) had received over 1000 votes 
and that this was an expression of the will of the 
public. Mr. Domos was joined by John Brooks, who 
said that Wilmington should not take as a precedent 
the example of “some isolated community” 

The vote was five to four - Mrs. Hooper and Diane Im- 
bimbo of the School Committee being joined by 
Messrs. Gillis, Backman and Caira of the Board of 
Selectmen.

ditionally to seize a $1000 bond posted 
by Baldwin to guarantee completion of 
Leighton Lane unless Baldwin com- 
pleted the road and other work there by 
October 16. Baldwin is a developer in 
addition to. serving on the board 

Present were Chairman Joseph 
Doherty, George B. Donovan and 
Edward A. Flanagan. 

Baldwin came under fire in August for 
making changes to the road plan 
Without board approval, and several 
Fesidents of the road called for revoca: 
tion of his bond for not completing the 
street 

Proposes New Plans 

He agreed to have an engineer draw 
new plans for the road, which he said 
would have drainage problems if com 
pleted according to original plans. The 
new plans, he said, would be ready for 
board approval in early September 

‘The board agreed to the delay after 
Road Commissioner Richard Trueba 
said the town couldn't complete the 
Toad with the $1,000. Engineering con- 
sultants for the Road Commission, 
however, advised the board recently 
that the new plans were not accep: 
table. 

Initially Flanagan motioned that the 
board notify Baldwin it would revoke 
the bond October 16 unless the road 
were completed according to 
Specifications required by the 
engineering consultants and added 
board requirements for a concrete 
headwall and filling of a drainage 
culvert with crushed rodk

A Clinke is te be held 


Flanagan's initial motion failed to 

gain a majority of the total board, and 

was therefore defeated when Doherty, 

without comment, voted against it

Doherty then explained, ‘I 
think we've given him enough time 
I will not go along with 
him anymore."’ Then he motioned 
for the board to revoke Baldwin's 
bond immediately, and added that 
he would ask the town meeting to 
approve the added funds needed to 
complete Leighton Lane. 
When no one seconded Doherty's 
motion, he said he vbjected to 
Flanagan's requirement the board 
only consider revoking the bond 
after October 16. ““W'ell just be 
going on and on with this." 
Donovan suggested the board 
vote that unless the work was done 
October 16, Baldwin's bond would 
be automatically revoked without 
any need for another vote 
Flanagan phrased his motion ac 
cording to Donovan's suggestion 
and the vote was 3-0 
As a followup to the conditional 
revokation, the board voted 3-0 to 
ask Town Counsel Charles J 
Zaroulis to advise the board in 
writing what procedure it should 
use in seizing Baldwin's bond. 
Reaffirms Policy 
The board also reaffirmed its stricter 
policy by approving 340 Doherty's ac- 
tion in advertising board requirements 
for wavers to subdivision plans and 
procedure for holding future meetings 
The procedure. Doherty noted, in- 
cluded posting notices for each board 
meeting and living strictly by agendas 
set up with the support of deadlines for 
submitting matters for consideration 
at meetings.

Ann Callahan of 8 South Oliver St.

Propane gas tanks at the 
Tewksbury plant exploded 
February 9. killing a propane truck 
driver and firefighter and injuring 
several firefighters and 
bystanders.

Critics Speak 

The hearing drew criticism from 
every Tewksbury resident. official

RULES AND REGULATIONS REGULATING THE USE 
OF PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SEWERS AND DRAINS, 
THE INSTALLATION AND CONNECTION OF BUILD- 
ING SEWERS, AND THE DISCHARGE OF WATERS 
AND WASTES INTO THE PUBLIC SEWER SYSTEM(S) 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 
THEREOF: IN THE TOWN OF WILMINGTON, COUNTY 
OF MIDDLESEX, STATE OF MASSACHUSETTS.* 


In accordance with Section 10 of Chapter 83 of the 
General Laws and Section 11 of Chapter 297 of the Acts 
of 1958 Wilmington, be it enacted by the Board of Water 
and Sewer Commissioners of the Town of Wilmington, 
State of Massachusetts as follows:

Definitions (See 3.3)

“BOD" (denoting Biochemical Oxygen Demand) 
shall mean the quantity of oxygen utilized in the 
biochemical oxidation of organic matter under 
standard laboratory proceedure in five (5) days 
at 200C, expressed in milligrams per liter. 


“Building Drain” shall mean that part of the 
lowest horizontal piping of a drainage system 
which receives the discharge from soil, waste. 
and other drainage pipes inside the walls of the 
building and conveys it to the building sewer. 
beginning five (5) feet (1.5 meters) outside the 
inner face of the building wall 


“Building Sewer" shall mean the extension 
from the building drain to the public sewer or 
other place of disposal 


“Combined Sewer" shall mean a sewer receiv- 
ing both surface runoff and sewage. 


“Garbage” shall mean solid wastes from the 
domestic and commercial preparation, cooking. 
and dispensing of food, and from the handling. 
storage. and sale of produce 


“Industrial Wastes’ shall mean the liquid 
wastes from industrial manufacturing proces- 
ses, trade, or business as distinct from sani- 
tary sewage. 


“Natural Outlet” shall mean any outlet into a 


wateropurse,pond, ditch,:takescor.other body ; 


of Surface or ground water. 


“Person” shall mean any individual, firm. 
company. association, society. corporation, or 
group 


“pH” shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal 
of the weight of hydrogen ions in grams per 
liter of solution. 


“Properly Shredded Garbage” shall mean the 
wastes from the preparation. cooking. and dis- 
pensing of food that have been shredded to such 
a degree that all particles will be carried free- 
ly under the flow conditions normally prevailing 
in public sewers. with no particle greater than 
one-half (%) inch (1.27 centimeters) in any 
dimension. \ 


“Public Sewer’’ shall mean a sewer in which 
all owners of abutting properties have equal 
rights, and is controlled by public authority 


“Sanitary Sewer” shall mean a sewer which car- 
ries sewage and to which storm, surface. and 
ground waters are not intentionally admitted 


“Sewage” shall mean a combination of the water- 
carried wastes from residences. business 
buildings, institutions. and industrial establish- 
ments, together with such ground, surface. and 
storm waters as may be present 


“Sewage Treatment Plant’ shall mean any 
arrangement of devices and structures used 
for treating sewage. 


“Sewage Works” shall mean all facilities for 
collecting. pumping. treating. and disposing of 
sewage. 


“Sewer” shall mean a pipe or conduit for 
carrying sewage. 


‘Shall’ is mandatory: “May” is permissive. 


Slug’ shall mean any discharge of water. 
sewage. or industrial waste which in concen- 
tration of any given constituent or in quantity 
of flow exceeds for any period of duration long- 
er than fifteen (15) minutes. more than (5) 
times the average twenty-four (24) hour con- 
centration or flows during normal operation. 


“Storm Drain” (sometimes termed ‘‘Stormed 
Sewer") shall mean a sewer which carries 
storm and surface waters and drainage. but 
excludes sewage and industrial wastes. other 
than unpolluted cooling water. 


“Superintendent” shall mean the Superintendent 
of Water and Sewer of the Town of Wilmington, 
or his authorized deputy. agent. or representa- 
tive.

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“Suspended Solids’ shall mean solids that 
either float on the surface of, or are in suspen- 
sion in water. sewage. or other liquids. and 
which are removable by laboratory filtering. 


. “Watercourse” shall mean a channel in which 


a flow of water occurs. either continuously or 
intermittently. 


ARTICLE I 
Building Sewers and Connections 


No unauthorized person shall uncover. make 
any connections with or opening into, use, alter. 
or disturb any public sewer or appurtenance 
thereof without first obtaining a written permit 
from the Superintendent 


‘There shall be two (2) classes of building sewer 
permits: (a) for residential and commercial 
service. and (b) for service to establishments 
producing industrial wastes. In either case, the 
owner or his agent shall make application on a 
special form furnished by the Town. The per- 
mit application shall be supplemented by any 
plans. specifications. or other information con- 
sidered pertinent in the judgement of the Super- 
intendent. A permit and inspection fee for a 
residential or commercial building sewer permit 
and for an industrial building sewer permit 
shall be paid to the Town at the time the appli- 
cation is filed. Such reasonable fees shall be 
established and voted by the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners from time to time. 


All costs and expense incident to the installation 
and connection of the building sewer shall be 
borne by the owner. The owner shall indemnify 
the Town for any loss or damage that may direct- 
ly or indirectly be occasioned by the installation 
of the building sewer 


A separate and independent building sewer shall 
be provided for every building; except where 
one building stands at the rear of another on 
an interior lot and no private sewer is available 
or can be constructed to the rear building 
through an adjoining alley, court, yard, or drive- 
way. the building sewer from the front building 
may be extended to the rear building and the 
whole considered as one building sewer. 


Old building sewers may be used in connection 
with new buildings only when they are found, on 
examination and test by the Superintendent, to 
meet all requirements of these Rules and Re- 
gulations. 


The size, slope. alignment, materials of con- 
struction of a building sewer, and.the methods 
to be used in excavating, placing of the pipe. 
jointing,..,testing, and backfilling the trench, 
shall all conform to the requirements of the 
building and plumbing code or other applicable 
rules and regulations of the Town. In the ab- 
sence of code provisions or in amplification 
thereof the materials and procedures set forth 
in appropriate specifications of the A.S.T.M 
and W.P.C.F. Manual of Practice No. 9 shall 
apply 


Whenever possible, the building sewer shall be 
brought to the building at an elevation below the 
basement floor. In all buildings in which any 
building drain is too low to permit gravity flow 
to the public sewer, sanitary sewage carried by 
such building drain shall be lifted by an ap- 
proved means and discharged to the building 
sewer 


No person shall make connection of roof down- 
spouts, exterior foundation drains. areaway 
drains, or other sources of surface runoff or 
ground water to a building sewer or building 
drain which in turn is connected directly or 
indirectly toa public sanitary sewer 


The Connection of the building sewer into the 
public sewer shall conform to the requirements 
of the building and plumbing code or other 
applicable rules and regulations of the Town. or 
the procedures set forth in appropriate specifi- 
cations of the A.S.T.M. and the W.P.CF. 
Manual of Practice No. 9. All such connections 
shall be made gastight and watertight. Any 
deviation from the prescribed procedures and 
materials must be approved by the Superintend- 
ent before installation 


The applicant for the building sewer permit 
shall notify the Superintendent when the build- 
ing sewer is ready for inspection and connect- 
tion to the public sewer. The connections shall 
be made under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent or his representative 


All excavations for building sewer installation 
shall be adequately guarded by the owner with 
barricades. lights. and Police Officers as re- 
quired by the Town so as to protect the public 
from hazard. Streets. sidewalks. parkways. 
and other public property disturbed in the course 
of the work shall be restored in a manner 
satisfactory to the Town. 


ARTICLE IL 


Use of the Public Sewers 


. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 


charged any storm water. surface water. ground 
water. roof runoff. subsurface drainage. uncon- 
taminated cooling water. or unpolluted indus- 
trial process waters to any sanitary sewer. 


Storm water and all other unpolluted drainage

shall be discharged to such sewers as are spec- 
ifically designated as storm sewers. or to a 
natural outlet approved by the Superintendent 
Industrial cooling water or unpolluted process 
waters may be discharged. or approval of the 


Superintendent. to a storm sewer, or natural 
outlet. 


No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 
charged any of the following discribed waters 
or wastes to any public sewers: 


(a) Any gasoline, benzene, naptha, fuel oil, or 
other flammable or explosive liquid, solid, 
or gas. 


(b) Any waters or wastes containing toxic or 
poisonous solids. liquids, or gases in suf- 
ficient quantity. either singly or by inter- 
action with other wastes. to injure or 
intefere with any sewage treatment 
Process. constitute a hazard to humans or 
animals, create a public nuisance, or 
create any hazard in the receiving waters 
of the sewage treatment plant 


ic) Any waters or wastes having a pH lower 
than (5.5), or having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing damage or haz- 
ard to structures. equipment, and person- 
nel of the sewage works 


(d) Solid or viscous substances in quantities or 
of such size capable of causing obstruction 
to the flow in sewers. or other interference 
with the proper operation of the sewage 
works such as, but not limited to, ashes. 
cinders. sand, mud, straw, shavings, me- 
tal. gi rags, feathers, tar, plastics. 
wood, unground garbage. whole blood, 
paunch manure. hair and fleshings. en- 
trails and paper dishes, cups. milk con- 
tainers, etc.. either whole or ground by 
garbage 8rinders, 


Sec. 4. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 


charged the following described substances. 

materials, waters, or wastes if it appears like- 

ly in the opinion of the Superintendent that such 
wastes can harm either the sewers. sewage 
treatment process. or equipment, have an ad- 
verse effect on the receiving stream, or can 
otherwise endanger life, limb. public property 

or constitute a nuisance. In forming his opinion 
as to the acceptability of these wastes, the Su- 
perintendent will give consideration to such fac- 
tors as the quantities of subject wastes in 
relation to flows and velocities in the sewers. 
materials of construction of the sewers, nature 
of the sewage treatment process. capacity of 
the sewage treatment plant, degree of treatabil- 
ity of wastes in the sewage treatment plant, and 
other pertinent factors. The substances prohib- 
ited are - ° 


(a) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature 
higher than one hundred fifty (150)° F 
(65°C) 


(b) Any water or waste containing fats. wax. 
grease. or oils. whether emulsified or not, 
in excess of one hundred (100) mg/l or 
containing substances which may solidify 
or become viscous at temperatures between 
thirty-two (32) and one hundred fifty (150) 
OF (0 and 65%) 


(c) Any garbage that has not been properly 
shredded. The installation and operation 
of any garbage grinder equipped with a 
motor of three-fourths (4) horsepower 
(0.76 hp metric) or greater shall be sub- 
ject to the review and approval of the 
‘Superintendent. 


(d) Any waters or wastes containing strong 
acid iron pickling wastes. or concentrated 
plating solutions whether neutralized or 
not 


(e) Any waters or wastes containing iron 
chromium, copper. zine, and similar objec: 
tionable or toxic substances. or wastes ex 
erting an excessive chlorine requirement. 
to such degree that any such material re- 
ceived in the composite sewage at the sew- 
age treatment works exceeds the limits es- 
tablished by the Superintendent for such 
materials. 


(f) Any waters or wastes containing phenols or 
other taste or odor producing substances 
in such concentrations exceeding limits 
which may be established by the Superin- 
tendent as necessary. after treatment of 
the composite sewage to meet the re- 
quirements of the State. Federal, or other 
public agencies or jurisdiction for such 
discharge to the receiving waters. 


(g) Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of such 
half-life or concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the Superintendent 
in compliance with applicable State or Fed- 
eral regulations 


(h) Any waters or wastes having a pH in excess 
of 9.5. 


(i) Materials which exert or cause: 


(1) Unusual concentration of inert sus- 
pended solids (such as. but not 
limited to. Fullers earth. lime 
slurries, and lime residues) or of 
dissolved solids (such as, but not 
limited to. sodium chloride and 
sodium sulfate)

(2) Excessive discoloration (such as, 
but not limited to. dye wastes and 
vegetable tanning solutions ). 


(3) Unusual BOD, chemical oxygen 
demand, or chlorine requirements 
in such quantities as to constitute 
a significant load on the sewage 
treatment works 


(4) Unusual volume of flow or concen- 
tration of wastes constituting 
“slugs” as defined herein. 


(j) Waters or wastes containing substances 
which are not amenablé to treatment or 
reduction by the sewage treatment proces- 
ses employed. or are amenable to treat- 
ment only to such degree that the sewage 
treatment plant effluent cannot meet the 
requirements of other agencies having jur- 
isdiction over discharge to the receiving 
waters. 


If any waters or wastes are discharged. or are 
proposed to be discharged to the public sewers. 
which waters contain the substances or poses 
the characteristics enumerated in Section 4 of 
this Article. and which in the judgement of the 
Superintendent, may have a deleterious effect 
upon the sewage works. processes. equipment 
or receiving waters. or which othewise create 
a hazard to life or constitute a public nuisance, 
the Superintendent may: 


(a) Reject the wastes. 


(b) Require pretreatment to an acceptable 
condition for discharge to the public 
sewers. 


(ce) Require control over the quantities and 
rates of discharge. and/or 


id) Require payment to cover the added cost 
of handling and treating the wastes not 
covered by the existing taxes or sewer 
charges under the provisions of Section 
10 of this Article 


If the Superintendent permits the pretreatment 
of equalization of waste flows, the design and 
installation of the plants and equipment shall 
be subject to the review and approval of the 
Superintendent. and subject to the requirements 
of all applicable codes and laws. 


6, Grease. oil, and sand interceptors shall be 
provided when. in the opinion of the Superin- 
tendent. they are necessary for the proper 
handling of liquid wastes containing grease in 
excessive amounts, or any flammable wastes. 
sand. or other harmful ingredients; except that 
such interceptors shall not be required for pri- 
vate living quarters or dwelling units. All 
interceptors shall be of a type and capacity 
approved by the Superintendent and shall be 
located as to be readily and easily accessible 
for cleaning and inspection. 


Where preliminary treatment of flow-equalizing 
facilities are provided for any waters or wastes 
they shall be maintained continuously in satis- 
factory and effective operation by the owner at 
his expense.

Such 
manhole. when required, shall be accessibly and 
safely located. and shall be constructed in ac- 
cordance with the plans approved by the Super- 
intendent.

All measurements. tests. and analyses of the 
characteristics of waters and wastes to which 
reference is made in these Rules and Regula- 
tions shall be determined in accordance with 
the latest edition of “Standard Methods for the 
Examination of Water and Wastewater.” 
published by the American Public Health As- 
sociation. and shall be determinted at the con- 
trol manhole provided. or upon suitable samples 
taken at said control manhole. In the event that 
no special manhole has been required. the con- 
trol manhole shall be considered to be the nearest 
downstream manhole in the public sewer to the 
point at which the building sewer is connected 

Sampling shall be carried out by customarily 
accepted methods to reflect the effect of consti- 
tuents upon the sewage works and to determine 
the existance of hazards to life. limb. and pro- 
perty. (The particular analyses involved will 
determine whether a twenty-four (24) hour 
composite of all outfalls of a premise is appro- 
priate or whether a grab sample or samples 
should be taken. Normally. but not always. BOD 
and suspended solids analyses are obtained from 

24-hour composites of all outfalls where pH’s 

are determined from periodic grab samples.) 


No statement contained in this article shall be 
construed as preventing any special agreement 
or arrangement between the Town and nay indus- 
trial concern whereby an industrial waste of 
unusual strength or character may be accepted 
by the Town fur treatment, subject to payment 
therefore. by the industrial concern.

Industries discharging or requesting to discharge 
bervilium, mercury, arsenic or salenium in any 
quantities are referred to the Division of Water 
Pollution Control 


The attainment of specific levels for discharge 
to the public sewer by dilution in the absence of 
treatment ‘i.e . by the use of extraneous or other 
non-process water | is prohibited 


Direct disposal of concentrated plating solutions 
whether neutralized or not, shall be prohibited 


Provisions must be made to prevent against 
accidental or intended discharge 


Sludges. filter cakes. etc.. produced bv treat- 
ment or by naturally occurring deposition in 
operating baths or tanks. shall not be discharged 
to the sewer 


A description of the proposed treatment system 
including flows of all waste drains and concen: 
trations of toxic or objectionable metals or non: 
metals before and after treatment must be sub- 
mitted to the M.D.C. for approval. 


ARTICLE IV 
Protection from Damage 


No unauthorized person shall maliciously. will 
fully. or negligently break. damage. destroy 
uncover. deface. or tamper with any structure 
appurtenance. or equipment which is a part of 
the sewage works Anv person violating this 
provision shall be subject to immediate arrest 
under charge of disorderly conduct 


ARTICLE V 
Powers and Authority of Inspectors 


The Superintendent and other duly authorized 
emplovees of the Town bearing proper creden- 
tials and identification shall be permitted to 
enter all properties for the purposes of inspec 

tion, observation, measurement. sampling. and 
testing in accordance with the provisions of these 


Rules and Regulations The Superintendent or 
his representatives shall have no authority to 
inquire into any processes including metallur: 
gical, chemical. oil refining. ceramic. paper. 
or other industries bevond that point having a 
direct bearing on the kind and source of dis- 
charge to the sewers or waterways or facilities

A story of 
the Bell Farm

‘There is a new owner of the Bell Farm, down on Chestnut 


Street 


‘The farmhouse, painted yellow, may well survive 


another 150 years, judging from its present condition. It 
was one of several farmhouses of the Bell family, in 


Wilmington. 


Another, on Chestnut Street, is the present 


home of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Galvin. 
There were people in Wilmington of this family at about 
1800. It is difficult to trace all the relationships, but Joseph 
H. Bell lived in the Galvin home before the Civil War, and 
Deacon Joseph lived in the Bell farmhouse. Deacon Joseph 
was a widower - his wife Beaulah had died in 1848. He was 
50 years old in 1850, and was carried on the Town Rolls as a 
Yeoman, i.e, a well to do farmer, 


There are still, in the old 
farmhouse, some of the account 
books of Deacon Joseph, showing 
‘among other things, how he paid 
for the education of a daughter in 
the “Select School’ in Woburn 
during Civil War times.

also the Town Hall. Select Schools 
were not supported by taxes, but 
rather by fees paid by the parents. 
The Wilmington Select School 
was unable to continue, for lack of 
funds, 8 Deacon Bell continued 
the education of his daughter by 
sending her to the Woburn Select 
School, as his account book shows. 
Deacon Bell was married twice. 
His second wife, his widow, lived 
in the old farmhouse until 1907, and 
the writer has talked with people 
who had talked with her. She was 
a native of Northfield, New 
Hampshire, and her early life was 
an unfortunate history. 

She was employed, in New York 
state, so the story goes, as a bar 
maid, and had to leave town. ‘Thus

she arrived in Woburn, still a 
small town, and got work there, 
and in Woburn she gave birth to a 
child - Rensillear Dearborn. 

This was not well aecepted by the 
townsfolk of Woburn, and she had 
to leave town. What can a person 
do, under such circumstances - no 
friends - penniless? 

What the people of Woburn had 
done, the people of Wilmington 
now started to do, There was a 
night time visit of the good folk. 
Deacon Bell was in a compromised 
position, as the old wording is. 
He and Elizabeth Dearborn were 
married, not by the minister of the 
Wilmington Church, the Rve. Mr. 
Fay, but by the minister of the 
Burlington church, the Rev 
Samuel Sewall, on March 23, 1850 
Rensillear became Ransillear H 
Bell, and grew up on the old farm, 
where he lived to the day of his 
death, in 1912 

He had a younger brother, who 
was named Wisdom E. Bell, and 
he was the last of his family to live 
on the old farm - indeed the last of 
his family to live in Wilmington. 
By the time he was ready to die the 
Pipes family had acquired the 
property, and Wisdom was a te- 
nant in the house that his father 
had owned, 100 years before 

He was 83 years old. There 
wasn't much to live for, and he 
died by his own hand.

Droney refuses 
Police Investigation 


any requests concerning an_in- 
vestigation. "I imagine if he 
received a request, it would be in- 


vestigated, "she commented. On 
another occasion she said, ‘'He 
says all investigations are 
private.” 

Burns, who would oversee any in- 
vestigation, reported Droney 
hadn't contacted him on the 
matter. He said Droney made the 
decision on such investigations, 
and might not consplt with him 
about such a request. 

Burns denied knowledge of the 
case except what he read in 
newspapers. He commented "It 
sounds political to me, with the 
selectmen and police and others 
trading insults."” 

The state police lieutenant added, 
“When I've had contact with the 
Tewksbury police, I've found them 
to be good officers and efficient 
ones." 

Prior and after Burns made those 
statements, officers of the 
Tewksbury police said they had 
spoken to Burns about the 
requested investigation. A 
sergeant reported, “I've heard 
they don't want to touch it because 
they think it is too political, We 
want the investigation.” 

A parent who alleged police 
brutality against his son showed 
bills and receipts indicating he 
contacted Droney's office several 
times. He said he requested an in- 
vestigation of his allegations, but 
received neither an official or un- 
official reply from Droney's of- 
fice. 
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
